In Balky Mood 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — A» 
election-year ongrcss is show- 
ing little willingness to go along 
with President Johnson's pro- 
posed cuts in education 
and 
school lunch programs. 


Johnson sent a message on 
health and education to Con- 
gress Tuesday and won praise 
for the goals he set of good 
health and education for all. But 
he also was put on notice he is 
in for a fight if he insists on cer- 
tain economies. 


In 
particular, 
congressional 
¡TO has been aroused by the ad- 
nunislration's intention to cut 
$216 million in fiuids for schools 
in areas of federal iimpact, $101 
million from the school milk 
end lunch programs and $12 
million from land grant co^-ege 
funds. 


"The President might as well 
forget any cuts in the impact 
and 
school 
niilk 
programs," 
said Rep. Ad«am Qayton Pow- 
ell. D-N.Y., chairman of tlie 
Hcuse 
Education 
and 
Labor 
Committee, after the message 
was read to Congress. 


"Preiident Ian*t RuiinlBg" 
"Speaking for my ccHleagues 
In the House." said Powell, "the

isn't 
running

year, but we are."

cent silver but still bearing the 
likeness of President John F. 
Kennedy

"We're trying to get them out 
as soon as possible," Uobert A. 
Wallace, assistant secretary of 
the Treasury, said today. "We 
hope to begin circulating them 
in alx)ut a week or two. ' 


Wallace, 
whose 
jurisdiction 
includes the U. S. Mint, is hope- 
ful the new coins won't wind up 
the same way as the Kennedy 
half dollars containing 90 per 
cent silver which the Treasury 
began minting in 1964. In fact, 
he hopes the new halves will 
bring the older ones cmt of hid- 
ing. 


Through last Monday, 409,085,- 
450 of the original Kennedy half 
dollars had been minted but 
despite efforts of the Federal 
Reserve System to place them 
in circulation they have virtual- 
ly disappeared. 
Why? 
Only 
theories 
can 
be 
ad- 
vanced. Wallace said, and the 
best one is that they've become 
mementoes of the late presi- 
dent. Many — exact numbers 
are unknown — have gone over- 
seas, he added. 


Wallace said this is an emo- 
tional rather than • 
rational 
response. 


The Kennedy half dollar will 
be the "coin of the realm" for 
at least 25 years, he said. Exist- 
ing law bars any change in coin 
design for at least 25 years and 
then only by an act of Congress. 


Mist Eva Adams, director of 
the mint, said use of half dollars 
in change and vending 
ma- 
chines also has contributed to 
increased demand. 
Although minting of Kennedy 


cent silver will cease when the 
new coins begin circulating, the 
Treasury feels enough of the 
original coins will be minted to 
keep them from becoming col- 
lectors' items. 


said the attacks backfired. He 
said the Communists left bdiind 
50 dead and 25 weapons and in- 
flicted only "very light" govern- 
ment casualties.

The rangers, well acquainted 
with the terrain, spread out and 
poured heavy fire on the Com- 
munists for half an hour. The 
other Viet Cong company badg- 
ering the militiamen heard the 
battle sounds and faded away. 


The Viet Cong kiUed three 
civilians and wounded three in 
an attack on a Vietnamese out- 
last Tuesday night in Tay Ninh 
P r o v ^ e on the Cambodian bor- 
der northwest of Saigon, a gov- 
ernment spokesman saul. The 
attackers were driven off by 
artillery without any losses in 
the 120-man militia garrison. 


ACCRA. Ghana 
(AP) — A 
forced exodus of foreign Com- 
munist 
advisers from 
Ghana 
was under way today. Plane- 
loads of Russians wei-e being 
expelled and similar treatment 
was expected for Red Chinese 
advisers 
to 
ousted 
Kwame 
Nkrumah's government. 


Eleven or more of the Soviet 
advisers were reported killed in 
the revolution last ITiursday. 


Two Ghana Airways turbojets 
left today with 130 Soviet cit- 
izens 
— technical 
assistance 
personnel and their 
families. 
Some Russians and Communist 
Chinese had preceded them In 
the past few days, but this was 
the first large group since Nkru- 
mah was overthrown.

those who left today arrived in 
five buses under army guard. 
Troops surrounded the terminal 
building 
while 
they 
went 
through customs and immigra- 
tion. Soviet Ambassador G.N. 
Rodiiionov saw them off. 


A spokesman for the Soviet 
Embassy said there were *'less 
than 1,000" Soviet technical as-

Ankrah. head of the National 
Li^beration Coimcil. said Monday 
that Ghana would return to a 
true nonaligned policy in foreign 
affairs. 


The new government banned 
all political activities until fur- 
ther notice and said it would 
take 
"drastic 
measures'' 
against 
persons 
engaging 
in 
such activity-. The regime pre- 
viously had disbanded 
Nkru- 
mah's Convention People par- 
t>'. 


In Moscow tlie Soviet Union 
maintained absolute secrecy on 
its dealings wiith Nkrumah, who 
arrived from Peking Tuesday. 
There were 
rumors 
tliat 
he 
would seek asylum in the Soviet 
Union, that he would join his 
wife and children in Cairo, or 
that he would go to another Af- 
rican 
country with a govern- 
ment friendly to him. Tanzama, 
Guinea and MaM as well as the 
United Arab Republic have con- 
demned his overthrow. 


LANSING iAP) — A 
state 
housing authority to serve low 
income families and improved 
relocation procedures for gov- 
ernment - displaced 
families 
were demanded today by Gov. 
George Romney. 


In a special message on local 
government sent to the Legisla- 
ture, Romney cited "opjiortunity 
for decent housing" and 
"the 
right of people to be secure in 
their homes" as goals the state 
must meet. 


A state housing authority, he 
said, is necessary to help meet 
"new demands on the 
state's 
already strained housing mark- 
et." Without such aid, he said, 
"people with the smallest in- 
comes will suffer most." 


Such an authority would: 
—Maintain accurate data on 
total housing conditions in the 
state. 


AkI, consult, stimulate and 
cooperate with private develop- 
ment efforts and local housing 
commissions to meet specific 
situations. 


—Develop methods of 
secur- 
ing 
adequate 
low 
cost 
and 
senior citizen housing. 


—Have authority to 
receive 
and spend private and govern- 
ment 
funds 
"to 
meet 
those 
needs that cannot be met except 
through 
g o v e r n m e n t 
as-

ment prepare relocation plans 
for persons living in the path of 
freeway construction. 


In both highway and urban 
renewal efforts, he sakl. "safe- 
guards must be established to 
insure that government will act 
with restraint and compassion." 


"No 
government 
or 
public 
agency has the right to dislodge 
jjeople from their homes with- 
out accepting a reasonable de- 
gree of responsibility for their 
future housing needs,'* he said. 
Romney suggested state guide- 
lines be established 
for local 
governments to follow in their 
methods of relocation. 


Relocation and 
development 
procedures should require con- 
tinuous government consultation 
with a neighborhood 
advisory 
council made up of residents 
from the affected area, 
said 
Romney. 


No Project Veto 
"The council would hold no 
veto over a proposed 
project, 
but would provide a channel for 
two - way 
communication 
be- 
tween local officials and affect- 
ed residents." he said. 


In Detroit, a group called the 
West Central Organization has 
been critical of city officials for 
ignoring what it says are resi- 
dents* n e e d s 
in 
expansion 
around Wayne State University. 
Tlie group met with 
Romn^ 
late last year to protest. 


The 
governor 
said 
"recent 
events in the City of Detroit 
have focused statewide 
atten- 
tion to an aspect (relocation) of 
urban renewal and highway con- 
struction programs which has 
all too frequently been over- 
looked." 
He said the state should create 
an urban redevelopment review 
board with authority to review 
local

plans.

board could reject local plans.

President Asks 
Transport Body 
Of Cabinet Rank 


WASHINGTON (AP* — Presi- 
dent Johnson asked Congress to- 
day to create a department of 
transportation 
pulling together 
many 
activities 
now 
handled 
elsewhere, and to provide $700 
million for a six-year highway 
safety piogram and $200 million 
for 
the 
supersonic transport 
plane. 


In urging a 12th Cabinet post, 
Johnson said "America 
today 
lacks a coordinate transporta- 
tion system that permits trav- 
elers and goods to move con- 
veniently and efficiently from 
one means of transportation to 
another, using the best 
char- 
acteristics of each." 


He proposed the development 
of such a coordinated system as 
a principal assignment for the 
new departm«it. 


In the area of highway safe- 
ty, Johnson 
proposed 
manda- 
tory authority 
for setting 
up 
federal standards if 
voluntary 
methods fail. 


Another proposal in that area 
was study of the feasibility of 
separate routes for trucks and 
automobiles.

And the President called for 
action to promote safety at sea, 
recalling recent disasters

ern American specifications. 


In the supersonic transport 
section of the message, 
John- 
son proposed a schedule that 
would provide for flight testing 
of a 2,000-mile-an-hour aircraft 
by 1970 and commercial produc- 
tion by 1974. 


The President has indicated 
that he wants increased 
taxes 
on fuels used by general avia- 
tion. a new tax on air freight 
and a fuel tax so that operators 
on the inland waterway system 
would help pay some of the new 
program's costs.

At Asian Peace 
Up To Peking 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Ad­ 
ministration officials discounted 
as impractical today Sen. J. W. 
Fulbright’s call for a bi-oad 
agreement with Communist Chi­ 
na to neutralize all of Southeast 
Asia. 


They said the Chinese Reds 


repeatedly have refused even to 
talk 
with 
the 
United 
States 
about a settlement in that war- 
torn region. 


U.S. ix>licy makers are con­ 
vinced that the Chinese Commu­ 
nist leaders believe in fact that 
continuation of the war in Viet 
Nam and even the threat of 
more general conflict in South- 
ea.sl Asia is in their interest un­ 
til such time as Communist suc­ 
cesses can begin to bring the 
area under Red control. 


Hence. Fullbright's proposal, 
made in a Senate speech Tues­ 
day is regarded by President 
Johnson’s advisers as cutting 
across the current Peking doc­ 
trine and therefore having no 
prospect of practical application 
at this time. 


Whether it will ever become 
possible, according to the view 
of these officials, depends on 
changes in the attitude of the 
Chinese Commvmist leadership. 
Some officials believe that the 
leaders in Peking, having suf­ 
fered a variety of reversals dur­ 
ing the past year or so, may 
now be confronted with a need 
for new policy decisions. But 
these officials also think that 
the result of a reassessment in 
Peking could be to launch Com­ 
munist China on an even more 
dangerous course. 


Fulbright, 
Arkansas 
Deino- 
crat who heads the Senate For­ 
eign Relations Committee, told 
the Senate that the central issue 
in the Vietnamese war is a con­ 
test between Chinese and Amer­ 
ican power. 


“The prospect for a lasting 
peace depends far more on a 
resolution of that issue than it 
does on the m atter of who is to 
participate in a South Vietnam­ 
ese government and by what 
means it shall be formed,” he 
said. 


"Applying historical 
experi­ 
ence.” Fulbright declared, "it 
seems to me that the crisis in 
Southeast Asia can only be re­ 
solved on a lasting basis by the 
neutralization of the entire re- 
gic»i as between China and the 
United States. 


"Fearful as she is of Ameri­ 
can military |X)wer in Southeast 
Asia. China might be willing to 
purchase its removal by the l e- 
moval of its own. It would seem 
to me highly advisable to indi­ 
cate to the Chinese that we are 
prepared to remove American 
military 
power 
from 
all 
of 
Southeast Asia 
in return for 
similar 
withdrwal

part."

Chief of State Walter Ulbricht 
to Secretary-General U Thant 
Tuesday. It was accompanied 
by a memorandum from the 
East German Foreign Ministry 
and a pledge from Ulbricht that 
the E^st (German government 
would adhere to obligations of 
the U.N. Charter. 


A U. S. spokesman promptly 
restated the long-standing posi­ 
tion taken by the United S^tes, 
Britain and France — the three 
Western occupation powers for 
Germany — that the West Ger­ 
man government “is the only 
German government freely and 
legitim atdy 
constituted 
and 
therefore entitled to speak for 
the German people in interna­ 
tional affairs." 


The three Western allies con­ 
tend that £^st Germany is not a 
sovereign state but an occupa­ 
tion zone. As such it is ineligible 
for U.N. membership. 


For admission to the United 
Nations, Eiast Germany would 
have to win: 


—Recommendation of the 15- 
nation council, which requires 
nine affirmative votes with none 
of the five permanent members 
casting a veto. 


—Ratification by two-thirds of 
the 117-nation General Assem­ 
bly. 


Diplomats said the East Ger­ 
mans could be sure of only two 
affirmative votes in the council, 
the Soviet Union and Commu­ 
nist Bulgaria.

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Foe For Romney 


When Zolton Ferency, tlie state Democratic cliair­ 
man, announced that he was resisrning that office effec­ 
tive Aug. 3—or sooner if tiie party leaders desire— 
some persons saw it as a prelude to announcement of 
his candidacy for the Democratic nomination for gov- 
ernor. 


Such a candidacy had been talked about ever since 
Neil Staebler failed to make it against Governor Rom- 
îiey in the November. 1964 election. But Ferency made 
clear in announcing that he would bo\v out the day after 
tlie Aug. 2 primary election that he regards his own 
chances for the Democi'atic nomination as very sick. 
This squares with the general impression. 


Ferency became cliairman of the Michigan Demo­ 
cratic Committee witli tlie aid of then-Gov. John B. 
Swainson in a coup that ousted Joe Collins, the protege 
of Neil Staebler, himself a long time holder of the office, 
and Democratic state officials. That tussle divided the 
Democratic camp in Michigan and it was further riven 
when Ferency talked critically in public about Demo­ 
crats who failed to follow the Democratic platfomi in 
public office.

This position made Ferency about as popular as a 
skunk in chuixîh with many of Michigan’s legislators, 
whom he said were i-eneging on the Michigan Demo­ 
cratic Party’s pledge of fiscal (tax) refom in state gov­ 
ernment. Remembering the payless paydays of Michigan 
state employes when Soapy Williams was govemor. the 
State Democratic Party had plumped for reform to make 
Michigan taxes more equitable and more adequate. 


Tlie platfoim makei*s and Ferency ma>- be judged 
by history to have been right, but Michigan state leg­ 
islators judged them politically inept. With more than 
$100 million in a state treasury surplus, why sliould 
the voters of Michigan OK a state income tax on top of 
their present tax burden? The voters wouldn’t do it, 
as a practical matter, and the authors of the bite would 
have to face the music in the next election. 


Ferency has never lacked courage and he used it In 
this duel with the Democratic legislators. He used it 
also in suggesting that Governor Romney could be 
beaten “with the right kind of a campaign” and that 
he was available to prove it. Good Democrats all hope 
that he’s right and that George Romney can be beaten, 
but they didn’t inish forward to back him as the man 
to do it and Ferency’s own inquiries recently about his 
potential strength as a candidate have convinced him 
that he’s not the best choice that the Democrats could 
make. Tliroughout he’s said that he’d step aside for 
any of the big name candidates and his own petition 
campaign ran into snags in some places. 


“Tlie messages were not all bad,” Ferency said,

Who are the “big names** in the Democratic specu­ 
lation? They are Ma.vor Jerome Cavanagh of Detroit, 
United Auto Workei*s Vice President l^eonard Wood­ 
cock and Congressman John C. Mackie, who’s best 
known to all ^lichigan as the state’s last elected high­ 
way commissioner. 


Cavanagh has indicated more interest in succeed­ 
ing retiring U.S. Senator Pat McNamara than in running 
against Romney, but there is a Democratic pt\rty strug­ 
gle underway to pick its strongest man, \rith indica­ 
tions that fomier Gov. G. Mennen Williams has an edge. 
Til is contest is regarded as so important, in terms of an 
assured Democratic successor to McNamara in the Sen­ 
ate, and of tarnishing Romney’s luster as a Republican 
presidential hopeful, that it is expected to get direction 
from the White House. 


The delay in tlie announcements of Williams and 
Cavanagh indicate the windup for the political maypole. 


Wild Blue Snafu 


“'Ilie Air Force, in its magnificent accomplisliments 
hi the wild blue yonder, has tended to ignore the foot 
soldiers in the dirty brown under.” 


This is the punchline of a report released by Rep. 
Otis G. Pike (D-N.Y.) who headed a House Armed Ser­ 
vices subcommittee hearing last fall into charges that 
air support of ground troops in V^et Nam left sojiie- 
thing to be desired. 


The subcommittee zeros in on tlie Aii* Force for 
failing to develop tlie necessary aii’craft and tactics 
and the Defense Department for “overstudyîng” and 
“underdeciding.” 


“Perhaps the most appalling fact,” .says the sub­ 
committee, “was that until very recently the Air Force 
. . . could not talk to the Army on the ground Ijecause 
tlie Air Foi*ce radios were not compatible with the Army 
radios.” 


The congressmen found this incredible in view of 
the fact that close aii- siinpoi-t has been a tactical doc­ 
trine since before Woild War II. 


They also found that the Air Foi*ce has not de­ 
signed any ground-support aircraft since World War 
H and has been forced to borrow Navy attack planes 
and Army observation planes in Viet Nam. 


Apparently the Air Force lias taken too niucli to 
heart the warnings of resjiected military men that this 
nation should not become involved in a land war in 
Asia. It is not prepared for a land uai’ anywhere.

Big Gl Aids 


Tlie new “Cold War GI nill,” passed unanimously 
by both houses of Congress, involves the outlay of a 
healthy chunk of money—some $2,8 billion over the 
next six year before it tapers off. 


This is about twice as much as tlie administration 
asked for in its original request. But it is one of those 
things that cannot be categorized as inflationajy or 
noninflationary, that eludes analysis in columns of pro­ 
fit and loss.

Demo­ 
crats could muster no GOP 
votes.
